Tae report of the Hongkong Chamber 
of Commerce is not of vital interest, 
except in its allusion to lighting the 
Hongkong harbour and to coast, sur- 
veys. When first the Chamber mooted 
this subject, we ventured an opinion 
that the charts of the coast were fairly 
reliable, though new suivey operations 
would doubtless be advantageous, to fix 
the position of some uncertain dangers. 
The replies of Admirals Shadwell and 
Jenkins express the same view; and 
the latter concurs in the further opinion 
we expressed, that accidents are some- 
times due to neglect of the charts as 
well as to inherent defects in them. 
Seas covered by a traffic so largo and 
representing such great values, cannot 
however be too carefully mapped, and 
we are glad to find that the subject is 
being pressed on tho attention of the 
two Governments most interested, The 
cry for lights at the entrance to Hong- 
kong harbour seems also to have been 
at last heard. The Government have 
not spoken officially, but have gracious- 
ly allowed it to be understood that they 
| purpose complying with the general 
request. A lighthouse in a prominent 
position on the southern face of the 
island, and a small light at each entrance 
totheharbour willbe commenced shortly. 
The Home Government decline abso- 
lutely to let the Special Fund raised 
from the gambling tax, be used for the 
purpose—possibly thinking its evil 
origin would contaminate any good 
work. The difficulty is to know what 
destiny the Government contemplate 
for the Fund. Is it a war reserve ? 
But while congratulating the Cham- 
ber on their efficient action in these 
matters, we are surprised to miss from 
the report any allusion to subjects of 
commercial importance, such as the 
opening of Hainan and the recent 





French expedition to Tonquin. It is 
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unnecessary to go over again the history 
of the Inte attempt to open the port 
of Kiungchow. The progress made, and 
the subsequent: collapse of the project 
under the combined influence of the 
‘Kwantung Viceroy’s obstructivenessand 
the death of Mr. D. C. Williams—who 
was acting as pioneer in the enterprise 
—are fresh’ in everyone's memory. But 
is the matter to rest here; is there no 
English, American or German resident 
in China with energy to take up Mr. 
Williams’ mantle? or may we infer that 
everyone is so well-doing on the main- 
land, that the facing an uncertainty at 
a new port is out of consideration? We 
regret to see the Hongkong Chamber let 
the matter drop so thoroughly out of 
notice. More important, however, than 
the opening of Hainan, is the prospect of 
opening uptrade with Yunnan, suggested 
by Mr. Millot’s paper on the Hoong- 
kiang, which we published in July. The 
existence of this river was noted by 
the French expedition from Saigon, 
and we emphasised its importance 
in veviewing M. de Carné’s narra- 
tive. While Hongkong however has 
been careless, two French gentlemen, 
Messrs. Dupuis and Millot, have acted 
on the hint. The former, who has, 
wo boliove, travelled over a great 
part of China, seems to have journeyed 
to Yunnan, and opened communica- 
tion there with the General Ma who 
figures so interestingly in de Carné’s 
book, contracted with him for a 
supply of arms, and determined to 
test tho Hoongkiang as a means of 
delivering them in Yunnan. M. Millot 
has told us the adventures of tho 
expedition, Tonquin is nominally 
under the sovercignty of Annam, but 
was found to be seething with rebels, 
who, however, were rather friendly 
than otherwise to the foreigners. The 
steamers could not get farther than 
Hannoi, the capital, and boats were 
there procured in which “to prosecute 
the journey ; these arrived safely at a 
place in Yunnan called Manghow, where 
the Red River ceased to be navigable. 
But M. Millotadds that, although the 
steamers were obliged this time to halt 
at Hannoi, “there is plenty of water 
during cight months of the year, when 
the tide is high.” 

The condition of Yunnan at the 
prosent moment, after years of anarchy, 
cannot promise a very active or Iucra- 
tive trade; but the capabilities of the 
province are sufficiently well known to 
assure us that, as it recovers, a trade 
would develope; and it must be well 
worth while taking steps to lay a 
foundation for future commerce, at 
present. We mow from experience 





in other parts of China, that innovations 
will be allowed during political dif- 
ficulties, that would be refused when 
the power of Government became more 
settled. There is no opening yet in 
Tonquin for princely hongs and 
branches of banks; but there is an 
opening for a casual and petty 
trade which would lay the founda- 
tion of larger interests. Hongkong 
is the port in which such trade 
would naturally centre ; and we repeat 
that we are surprised the Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce does not refer 
to so interesting atopic. If it is worth 
while making the efforts that have been 
and are being made, to tap Yunnan 
through Burmab, it must be worth 
trying the same process through Ton- 
quin.

‘An International Congress on Oriental 
affairs has been opened at Paris (!) Tho 
Japanese Minister is President. 

‘The English Government are organising 
a native force of 12 to 15,000 men against 
the Ashantees. Many officers are volun- 
teoring. : 

‘Victor Emanuel is visiting Vionna and 
Berlin, 

‘The Dalhousie reports the Singapore and 
Quangehow total wrecks. Part of the crew 
saved, The captain, officers, and 13 men 
of the Singapore are drowned. 

‘The Insurgents at Carthagena have 
notified Admiral Yelverton, that they will 
fire upon him and confiscate English 
property if the Vittoria and Almanza are 
surrendered to the Madrid Government. 
Yelverton sends the vessels to Gibraltar, 
but refuses guarantee not to surrender. 














At the meeting of English members of 
the Rowing Club held on Friday evening, 
it was decided to send the Scotch members 
a challenge, and the Captain of the Club 
was elected Captain of the English crew. 

‘A meeting of Treaty’ Consuls was held 
on the 29th ulto., at which certain Sanitary 
Regulations for the port of Shanghai were 
definitely agreed on.—A letter from the 
‘Taotai, about the lines of the Great North- 
ern Telegraph Company, was discussed. 
—Mr. Seward, as Senior Consul, took his 
seat again as Chairman of the Consular 
body. 

‘The annual meeting of the U. S. N. 
Company was held on the 8rd. The Di- 
rectors’ report winds up the Company’s 
operations on the Yangtsze. ‘The accounts 





show a slight deficit. ‘The Company’s new 
Coast line is working well, but will not be 
pecuniarily successful till they get their own 
steamers. A full reportof the proceedings, 
and a copy of the Directors’ report, wilt be 
found elsewhere. 

We reprint from the Daily Press a report 
of the half-yearly meeting of the Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce, and the report of 
the Committee then submitted. 

The French Municipal Council intend to 
procure seats, to be placed on the Bund, in 
the Municipal Compound, and in the Ceme- 
tery.—The Chairman was instructed to ask 
for an oficial copy of the judgment of the 
Belgian Courtof Appeal inthe Godaertaffair, 
and to eneash the $1,000 deposited with the 
Consulate as security during the appeal.— 
‘The Secretary was also instructed to obtain 
from M. Menard the tariff which the Jin- 
rick-sha Company propose to charge. 

We have received a copy of the Special 
Committee’s Report on the proposals of the 
Woosung Road Company’s scheme. The 
Committee appear to recommend thefollow- 
ing proposal: “that the'Tramwayrunontho 
“ North Bank of the Soochow Creek, cross 
“ the reek at the Lowza Bridge which can 
«be rebuilt or widened, then along anew 
“ Road to the Chekeang Road joining it 
“South of Major’s factory, and there to 
“run across the Maloo into the Hupeh 
“ Road, and on tothe City.” The Projectors 
of the tramway wish further to carry it 
down the Broadway, but this portion of 
the schome was left in abeyance, pending 
the completion of the Seward road, 
‘This line was one of two suggested 
by the Projectors after discussion with tho 
Committee. ‘The alternative one was: “to 
cross the Soochow creck by a new bridge 
at the end of Honan Road, to turn off on 
the South bank of the creck to the new 
Shantung Road, then down the Peking 
Road to the Chekeang Road, and from this 
point following the course as in the first 
proposition.”—But the first was preferred 
by the Committee. : 

‘Ab a Council meoting held on Mon- 
day morning, Captain Kidnor was ap- 
pointed to No. 1, and Liout. Tucker 
promoted to be Captain of No. 3 Company, 
and the elections of officers made by the 
Rifle Companies on the Sth ulto, wero 
confirmed.

‘We were able, a few weeks ago, to pub- 
lish Admiral Shadwell’s reply to a series 
of questions by the Hongkong Chamber 
of Commerce, regarding the charts and 
navigation of the Chinese coast between 
Hongkong and Shanghai, We now give 
Admiral Jenkins’” answer to the same 
enquiries, It will be seen that he also 
considers the existing charts fairly correct; 
he has failed, as the Hongkong Chamber 
have failed, to ascortain what programme 
for lighting the coast is being followed out; 
but he approves of what has been done, 
and gocs on to suggest a number of 
marks and aids to navigation which 
should in his opinion be established. 
Like Admiral Shadwell, Admiral Jenkins 
feels “somo diffidence in answering the 
question whether merchant vessels are 
properly navigated on the coast ; and, as 
we have before suggested, it is one which 
the Hongkong Chamber can answer as 
woll as these officers. Still, Admiral Jen- 
kins thinks he has noticed “too great a 
disposition to turn sharp corners too close- 
ly to save a fw miles, at times when it 
was almost impossible to be certain of the 

* actual position of the vessel within several 
miles.” The letter concludes with some 
very sensible advice to the Chinese Go- 
vernment, which we hope they will accept ; 
but without being sanguine on the subject. 

“We hear that the ©. M. 8. N. Co, have 
bought Messrs. Augustine Heard & Co.’s 
premises at Hankow. The rumoured price 
is Ts, 40,000. 

The s.s. Union, now called the Yung 
Ning Iie, having undergone repairs 
to her machinery, é&e.," at the Pootung 
Foundry and Eagineering Works, has 
‘been sold by her former ownor, Mr. A. 
Murray, to the China Merchants Steam 
Navigation Company, for $40,000 ; and is, 
we hear, to trade between this port 
Nagasaki and Hiogo, under the Chinese 
fing. 

We learn that the British barque Co- 
lumba, 344 tons register, has been pur- 
chased by Mr. Michael Howlett, for 
£4,000, or about Tis. 13,000. 




















‘The Kua-Hsing left the harbour on Wed- 
nesday for a trip to all the light stations, 
to pay the men and supply them with 
stores. We hear that a party of men from 
the Engineer’s department are at work re- 
pairing the Kintoan lighthouse. 

We hear that the steamer Ajax, which 
started for London on the 30th ultimo 
with a full cargo of tea and silk, was 
unable to cross the Bar till the 3rd inst., 
owing to scarcity of water. The British 
ship Corona from Australia has been simi- 
larly detained, outside the bar, but for a 
longer period, having been announced as 
anchored there on the 27th ultimo, or 
nine days ago. Tho s.s. Colombo, which 
went down river Thursday, also got aground 
on the Bar, but a telegram received in the 
afternoon, from her commander, stated that 
she would probably be able to, proceed by 
the night tide. 

‘A telegram from Hongkong, states that 
the P. & O. str. Madras, Captain J. 
Bernard, which left Hongkong with the 
mails for Yokohama on the Ist instant, 
struck on’ a sunken wreck and had 
to put into Swatow with a hole on 
the port bow. The S. 8, Bombay will 
be sent to Swatow to take passengers, 
mails &e., to Yokohama, and the Madras 
will have to return to Hongkong. Tho 
damage to her cargo is reported slight. 

The report of the literary examiner for 
Kaxsor, in the Gazette of the 14th Angust, 
draws a sad picture of tho effect of the 
rebellion in that province, and winds up 
with a platitude which is traly Celestial 
and truly Official. 

If the edict published in the Pexrse 
Gazette of the 12th August is carried out 
with any sincerity, it maydomuch toremedy 
the evils prevalent in China at the present 
day. The bottor class of mandarins them- 
selves admit the present state of things can- 


not last; the question is whether the young 


Emperor has power and decision, and can 
find servants honest and firm enough, to 
carry out the reforms indicated. 

It is rumoured that the Chineso Govern- 
ment, hearing of tho Peruvian Mission 
which has visited Japan with the view of 
settling the Maria Lu: difficulty, and 
which, it has been stated; intended also to 
visit China and form a treaty with the 








object more particularly of facilitating 


coolie emigration, has given the Diploma- 
tic Circle here to understand that the 
Mission would not have a favourable recep- 
tion, It is unlikely therefore that it will 
for the present attempt to pursue its 
objects in China ; but if the award of the 
Emperor of Russia in the Maria Luz case 
should prové to be against Japan, Peru 
will no doubt be encouraged to make an- 
other effort. Asan instance of the desire 
of the Chinese Government to discourage 
the intention, it is said that a Poru- 
vian attaché of the Mission, travelling 
in company with a French gentleman, was 
stopped at Tientsin, on his way to the 
Capital, and told that as a subject of a 
non-treaty power he could not be per- 
mitted to proceed. His companion was 
also informed that the passport on which 
the two names appeared was vilified, and 
that a fresh one would be necessary. 

‘The improvement lately noticed in the 
demand for Piece Goods at Haxxow has not 








continued ; the past fortnight’s business is, 
again reported as unsatisfactory. There 
seems no apparent cause for the absenco of 
demand ; there having been no famine or 
flood in the neighbouring provinces to stop 
trade. Of the Tea market, Messrs. Gordon 
Brothers write :—A marked falling off in 
arrivals is apparent during the fortnight, 
the total to date being now rather under 
that of last season, and 83,000 chests 
short of the entire yield of 1872-73. 
Business since last mail has only beon 
curtailed by short supplies, a good demand 
for both England and ’Russia having 
existed throughout the fortnight, Settle- 
ments consist of Oopack kinds, at Tis. 14 
a 19,75; Ping Kongs and Lie Lings, at 
Ts. 14.504 15.75; common Ohanfaas, at 
‘Is. 14.50 17, and a few Seangtams for 
Rassia, at Tis, 10 @ 11.60 per pieul. 
Prices’ for Oopack ‘Teas are gradually 
advancing, the more favorable position of 
export figures, together with the loss of 
the (s.) Singapore with 2,500,000-Ibs. of 
‘Tea on board, giving confidence to buy 
The total Export to date is now 100,723 
Ibs. under that of last year, but Re-exports 
show an increase of 1,199,280-Ibs.—Tho 


Russian str, Alexander is loading for the 
Amoor. 

‘Modifications are to be made in the 
penal laws of Jarax. Sentences of long 
imprisonment with hard labour are to be 
substituted for decapitation in’ many 
cases.—Mr, Karasima, one of the Kiigés 
at the Mikado’s Court, has been buried 
after the European fashion, The body, 
enclosed in a foreign-made coffin, was 
transported to the place of interment in a 
hearse, which was followed by some elevon 
carriages, for the most part occupied by the 
higher officials of the Governnient.—Tho 
Japan Mail regrets that during the past 
week the demolition of Stotsbashi, one of 
the oldest and finest gates in Tokei, has 
beon in progress, and in afow days nothing 
but the stone buttresses will mark its place, 
When one sees the wholesale destruction 
of all that is old and benutiful in the 
capital, it is almost impossible to believe 
that such a course takes its riso in foreign 
advice, and yet it is so. 

We publish elsewhere an interesting 
sketch of a recent cruise by H. M. 8, 
Basilisk, along the coast of Parva and the 
adjacent islands, which Captain Moresby 
seems to have taken formal possession of 
in the name of the Queen. Captain 
Moresby is persuaded that the future 
route between China and Australia will be 
through one of the channels he has dis- 
covered, and by the northern shores of. 
New Guniea. 

The last mails explain the ciroum- 
stances of the little war on the West Coast 
of Arnica, and the position of our troops. 
To repulse an expected attack by the 
Ashantees on Elmina, Colonel Festing had 
come down in haste to Cape Coast Castle 
for reinforcements, with which he made a 




















forced night march back to the defence of 


the formerstation. The presont mail brings 
news that the attack was made, but was 
repulsed with great loss to the assailants ; 
who, however, purposed an attack with all 
their forces on Cape Const Castle on the 
28th June. The reinforcements despatched 
from England wero not expected till tho 
8th July, but it was confidently expected

‘THE GREAT NORTHERN TELEGRAPH. 


Tue Daily Press of the 20th August 
contains a sensible article in vindica- 
tion of the Great Northern Telgraph 
Company. ‘The constant breaks in 
communication, between Shanghai and 
Hongkong and Shanghai and Naga- 
saki, are so vexing that one is apt to pass 
a sweeping condemnation on the cable, 
and to overlook the peculiar circum. 
stances of position to which these 
accidents are mainly due. We got 
along very well before telegraphic 
communication was opened; but for 
this communication to be interrupted at 
intervals during the height of business, 
is in the last degree inconvenient and 
annoying. And the  interraptions 
have been so frequent that it is not 
surprising people should, at first thought, 
infer some radical defect in construc- 
tion. The cable is too light; is laid in 
the wrong place ; is not made by good 
people; is rotten, and in every way 
defective ! 

As a matter of fact, however, we 
believe a great deal of the cable is 
much heavier than is usually laid. The 
main line is the ordinary weight, 1} 
ton to the mile, used in sea lines; but it 
is not the main line generally which gets 
broken, so the argument of lightness or 
wrong position hardly applies to it. The 
chief breakages occur in the river, and 
among and outside the islands both 
southwards and eastwards; and the cable 
laid there is of greater than ordinary 
weight, In the Hwongpoo, in the 
greater part of the Yangtze, and in some 
of the spots among the islands which ex- 
perience has shown to be the .most 
dangerous—altogether for 60 miles out- 
side of Shanghai—18-ton cable is laid; 
and at intervals, and for some 
outside the islands, 8-ton, diminishing 
to 8-ton, which menges into the 1} sea 
line. The Amoy branch cable of 40 
miles is also 8-ton. Experience has 
shown Hongkong harbour to be safe, 
and there only 3-ton cable is laid, but 
increasing to 8-ton seven miles 
outside and over a stretch of ground 
where theft rather than accident used 
at one time to cause much damage. 
Latterly, however, proclamations issued 
by the Hongkong Government have 
had a good effect in protecting the 
neighborhood of that port, and mis- 
haps there are much less frequent. 
The cable is not made by the Com- 
pany which has acquired so great a 
fame in this new branch of manu- 
facture, the wire being, we believe, 
made by Hooper, and the covering 
by Siemens; but Clark and Sabine, 
whose . authority on such matters is 
high, speak well of its quality, 
and register its force of insulation as 
very much greater than that of other 
cables laid in the Indian seas or across 
the Atlantic. 

Té seems then, as we said before, that 
tho cause of the frequent interruptions

must be sought rather in circumstances 
than in defect of the cable itself. 


Certainly the whole line might be laid | 


of 18-ton cable; but even the 18-ton 
cable gets broken, and as it costs £600 
a mile, the outlay over the whole dis- 
tance between Hongkong, Amoy and 
Shanghai would be a heavy one on 
which to earn a profitable return. A 
second cable would be the best alter- 
native; and we hope that, in one way 
or other, this will be eventually secured. 

Nowhere else, we believe, has a cable 
been laid for such a distance in so shal- 
low water; and nowhere else is it en- 
tirely unprotected by law. Off the coasts 
of Europe, heavy penalty is enforced 
juring a cable ; its 
position is laid down in the charts, and 
that spot is avoided as anchorage 
ground; in Japan, the Government ex- 
tends the same protection, and it lies 
comparatively safe. But the Chinese 
Government, in this, as in most other 
respects, is behind its neighbour and 
the rest of the world. The cable is 
left at the mercy of every junk that 
chooses to anchor on it; and every one 
who has passed a few times in and out 
of the Yangtsze can guess how fre. 
quently it is fouled by the immense 
number of vessels of all sizes, from 
fishing boats to foreign ships, that are 
constantly sailing in and out of the 
estuary. Anchors by hundreds come 
up when the cable is under-run to find 
a fault; for, fortunately, it usually 
proves stronger, and breaks the hawser 
instead of giving way itself; fish 
hooks enough to fill a store are found 
on every oceasion of repaii, and now 
and again even the anchor of a foreign 
ship which has been defeated in the 
struggle. Naturally the janks do not 
like this, and occasionally no doubt 
the cable bas been cut in revenge. On 
one oceasion such a performance was 
witnessed by the telegraph employés 
on Gutzlaff, who were powerless to pre- 
vent it. A junk’s anchor got caught; 
the junk signalled to a comrade; 
the two succeeded in lifting the 
cable, and deliberately set to work 
to eut it. When raised for repair, 
it was found hacked for yards on 
either side of the break which had been 
at last effected. Junks however are 
not the only danger to which the cable 
is exposed ; foreign vessels are less 
careful than might be expected from 
their better appreciation of the im- 
portance of the case. And not only 
do they break, but they fail to report 
when they have broken; and cause 
thereby much delay in repairing, which 
might be avoided. It is not the act of 
repair but the discovery of the break 
which takes time; yet we are informed 
that no single report has ever been 
made at the Shanghai office, of damage 
done, though several breakages in 
the Hwongpoo cable are known to 
have been made by ‘foreign ships. 
‘This is not fair; if no help can be got 
from the Chinese, Foreigners at least 
should be careful, and should do their 
best to reduce the injury when it has 











been done, by giving every information 
in their power. 

‘We have said enough to show that 
there is a good deal to be said in ex- 
planation of the frequent. interruptions 
to which wehave been subjected, without 
seoking the cause altogether in defect 
of construction, size or position of the 
cable. The estuary of the Yangize is 
sweptby craft of every dimension; and it 
is here—to the East and South, both in 
the Nagasaki and Hongkong lines—that 
the large majority of accidents occur, 
‘We can only repeat that, sooner or later, 
we hope to see a second cable laidas an 
alternative line. We might then at 
east hope both would not get broken 
together. 





THE LAND REGULATIONS. 
nm, 
Now that a Committee is sitting for 
the revision of the Land Regula- 
tions, the time is not inopportune 
to bring forward what is really o 
great drawback to the Municipal life 
of the Settlements—the want of a 
consolidated Court for the trial and 
punishment of offences against Muni- 
cipal law. The present system, which 
consigns offenders to as many Courts 
as there are nationalities, from the 
Supreme Court of Great Britain to the 
Mixed Court in the Maloo, is at onco 
clumsy and ineffective ; not from want 
of some common feeling amongst the 
magistrates, so much as from the ab- 
sence of any settled system of procedure 
and of means of intercommunication 
between them. ‘Tom, Jacques and 
Ah-paou drive together furiously up 
the Maloo and create general distur- 
bance ; and Tom, Jacques and Ah-paou 
have to be marched off the next morning 
to three Courts so far apart as the 
French Consulate, the English Supreme 
Court and his honour Chén’s palatial 
Yamén in the Maloo. Now we have 
attained so far as to have a local code 
of Municipal law, and there seems no 
reasonable difficulty in extending tho 
principle still further and setting up a 
local Municipal Court. In this we have 
precedent entirely on our side, and 
as our Municipal working and organisa- 
tion is drawing nearer by degrees to 
the pattern of home corporations, there 
is no.reason why the precedent should 
not be carried on to its next legitimate 
step, the formation of a Borough Court, 
The classes of offences over which such 
a Court would have jurisdiction, are 
especially Municipal. They are set 
forth in the bye-laws of the Municipality, 
and the penalties attachable to them 
pronounced on the authority of those 
bye-laws alone. Irrespective of the 
laws of Spain or the Netherlands, the 
Consuls of those powers have to sit to 
pass judgment on offences purely 
local and municipal; the code being one 
of local application alone, and having 
nothing in common with the laws, civil 
or criminal, of those countries. The 
anomaly is in fact‘in the present state 
of affairs, not in the formation of a 
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new Court. All corporations in Eng- 
land, at least, exercise, so far as their 
municipal functions are concerned, 
magisterial functions. Ev oficio the 
” Mayor holds his Court, where he as head 
of the Municipality presides, supported 
by the assistance of a bench of magis- 
trates appointed for the borough. In 
some cases, still higher functions 
are exercised by the Recorder, an 
officer now independent of the cor- 
poration, who holds in the borough 
a position somewhat analogous to 
that of the Puisne Judges of the 
Supreme Courts. Now, in Shanghai 
there is really no difficulty about the 
composition of the Qourt. The Muni- 
cipal Council yearly elects a Chairman, 
whose functions in the Council are very 
similar to those of the Mayor at home. 
There is absolutely no reason why he 
should not as a Mayor preside in a 
Municipal Court. The Consuls and 
Chinese Magistrate, or their deputies, 
elected by the body of Foreign Con- 
suls, form the ordinary magistrates of 
the Court, and the funds of the Coun- 
cil and the fees of Court could 
readily support a Clerk of Court 
and, if needs were, a stipendiary Ma- 
gistrate. A limit of punishment, say 
to » few weeks imprisonment, or fine of 
one hundred dollars, would secure that 
all the more important cases would 
come before the present Courts ; and in 
any case, such rights of appeal as exist 
ab petty sessions would prevent any 
abuses arising. We need scarcely do 
more than allude to the recent case of 
the “ pigs ” at the Mixed Court, to show 
how necessary some consolidated Court 
has become; but though the pig case 
is probably the most conspicuous in- 
stance, few weeks pass over that in 
one form or other the need is not felt 
by the community, If the Court were 
of no greater advantage than saving the 
time of the Police and the Superintend- 
ents, that alone would go a long way to 
prove its advantage. 





CEYLON. 


‘Tus address of the Right Honorable 
W. H. Gregory, Governor of Ceylon, 
on opening the session of the Legislative 
Council in July last, is a document 
which cannot be perused without satis- 
faction. “The financial position of the 
Colony,” His Excellency states, “is one 
of unqualified prosperity,” and this 
prosperity in financial matters is sup- 
plemented by an increasing amount of 
‘comfort amongst the residents, native 
and foreign. The revenue of the first 
half of the year had exceeded that of 
the corresponding period of the previous 
one by some Rs. 700,000, the increase 
taking place in such items mainly as 
Railway Receipts, sale of Government 
property, Stamps, Licenses and Land 
Revenue ; or, in other words, in those 
very items which prove a general 
prosperity. Unfortunately, a long sea~ 
son of drought had been followed by 
heavy rains, and the health of the 
‘eolony had suffered, while the incom- 





ing crops were not expected generally 
tobe up tothe average. The Governor, 
therefore, did not anticipate so general 
an increase for the current half-year. 
One main reason, however, for the antici- 
pated loss of revenue has been in many 
respects satisfactory. The Government 
was discouraging in every way the 
licensing of arrack shops through the 
island, and although not foolish enough 
to attempt to stamp out the vice of 
intoxication, was taking steps to have 
it placed under restriction. A loss of 
no less than Rs. 112,000 had accrued 
to the revenue from the number of 
licenses withdrawn. Notwithstanding 
this important diminution, it was anti- 
cipated that the increase on the whole 
amount of revenue would not fall short 
of eight lacs of Rupees. This sum it 
was proposed to apply to works of 
public utility, such as extensions of 
roads and the substitution of iron for 
wooden bridges, as conducive in the long 
run to economy, as well as in local 
works, more especially needed in the 
neighbourhood of Colombo to ease the 
effects of the inundations to which that 
district is liable. The new works at 
Colombo harbour, which may be con- 
sidered as of national rather than colo- 
nial importance, will necessitate some 
charges on the local revenue. It is 
also proposed at an early date to extend 
the present lines of railway through the 
coffee districts, and to commence a 
series of irrigation works, which will 
have the effect of bringing into cultiva- 
tion many fertile, but hitherto neglected 
districts. An ordinance passed to pro- 
mote the formation of Courts of Arbi- 
tration amongst the natives themselves 
had worked most satisfactorily, and 
resulted in a great diminution of the 
number of cases coming before the 
Police Courts. Although ample oppor- 
tunity had been afforded for appeal 
from the decision of the village courts, 
very few had come forward, and of 
these few but a small proportion of the 
decisions of the village courts had been 
reversed. Other improvements for the 
general comfort of the inhabitants 
marked the rule of the Government. 
‘A general system of medical relief was 
being introduced, mainly for the benefit 
of the natives. The gaols were being 
improved and schools established in 
greater numbers. Of the latter, 229 
Governmentschools, affording the means 
of education to 11,000 pupils, were 
open during the year,- while aid was 
granted to 574, with a roll of 30,000 
scholars. It was determined during 
the year that the policy of the Govern- 
ment should be to afford as much aid as 
possible to vernacular schools, leav- 
ing English and Anglo-vernacular 
maitly, though not altogether, to pri- 
vate enterprise. The resulis of these 
wise measures are seen in a growing 
feeling of contentment amongst the na- 
tives. Year by year, more confidence 
is reposed in foreign arts ; village 
paths have been cleared; school- 
houses erected ; burial places registered 
and kept free from jungle; wells 





have been enclosed; registration of 
cattle, thereby checking stealing, en- 
forced; and abusive language in a 
great measure put down. The pro- 
duction of useful staples is rapidly in- 
creasing in the island. ‘The cultivation 
of chinchona is rapidly spreading; tea 
planting proceeds «vith success; cotton is 
being introduced into the lower dis- 
tricts, and an attempt being made to 
introduce silk culture. Altogether the 
result justifies the comment of the 
Governor with which we commenced ; 
and the island of Ceylon bids fair to 
become one of the jewels of the British 
Colonies.

‘Ocean Highways, ‘The Geogra- 
pat Tere ete by Clements 
Markham,” C. B. — Loadon ? 
‘Tedbner. 


‘Tae first name of this periodical is sin- 
gularly ill-selected. It is most misleading 
and pointless. Truly the periodical isa 
Geographical Review, and being directed 
by Mr. Clements Markham it has in some 
sort the authority of the important Society 
that has Sir Henry Rawlinson for its 
president. We have beforo us only ono 
number, but this is so rich in important 
contributions to Geographical science that 
we take our earliest opportunity of intro- 
ducing it to our readers, 

‘The June part opens with a skotch of 
tho Arctic Campaign of 1872. Tho writer 
is very anxious that tho importance of 
Aretic exploration should be urged on the 
Government, and hails it asa good omen 
that an Arctic Committee of the Royal 
Society have had an interview with an Arctic 
Committee of the Geographical Society. 
‘We next have a contribution by Arminius 
Vambery on the ‘Tekes valley and ‘tho 
Muzart Pass. This is briefly a summary 
of the result of a reconnaissance in the 
interests of science, made by the Russians 
from Kuldja, and shows how they ate en- 
deavouring to arrive by the easiest route 
at Kashgar and Yarkand in order that they 
may entirely surround Eastern Turkistan, 
‘M. Vambery has long been celebrated for 
his Russian phobia however, and there- 
fore is not to be read with implicit trust 
when ho dilates upon the deep and mys- 
terious designs of the Cabinet of St. Petors- 
burg. é 

The Progress of Discovery South of 
Algeria, by a French officer, Henry Duve+ 
grier, succeeds. The Sahara, which the 
traveller penetrated, seems to be desolate 
and hopeless beyond description, Ono 
trait is enough. We read— 


‘Even the sober camel is here, in sum- 
mer, overcome by thirst, and when one 
of these brutes sinks to the ground, and 
refuses to takea step further, then the guide 
with a miser’s hand, pours into his nostrils 
(not his mouth) a few drops of the precious 
liquid in order to cool his brains. “Instead 
of coarsely abusing his camel, a is his 
custom, with words that would make a 
veteran shudder, the Arab at every difficult 
step sends a loud and fervent ejaculation 
to the Oxzy Ose, that Ho may strengthen 
the foot of the poor beast, His creature !” 


Passing over some papers of inferior 
interest, wo come to a very short note on 
the Harbours of India, in which the writer 
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distinctly and emphatically advocates the 
schemes of the veteran engineer Sir Arthur 
Cotton, The main point of Sir Arthur's 
propositions respecting harbours is the 
establishment of a port in the extreme 
south of India, with canal communication 
along the west coast to Bombay, and along 
tho east coast through Madras to Calcutta, 
thence by the Brahmapootra to the confines 
of China. Thus almost all India might be 
opened to this point at a cost of transit 
not very different from that of the Ocean. 
Cape Comorin harbour should in Sir A. 
Cotton’s judgment supersede that of 
Ponani, which, being abreast of a low 
saddle in the Ghauts was formerly sug- 
gested as a good placo for a breakwater 
harbour with Canals across the Palghat 
Gap to Madras.—The Reviews are numer- 
ous and fairly interesting, though we 
cannot be thankful to the writer who 
rominds us that it was Balboa and not 
Cortez who stared on the Pacific— 
“Silent, upon a peak in Darien,” 

asa line in ono of Keat’s noblest sonnets 
is thereby marred, ; 

‘Wo conceive, however, that most Shang- 
hai readers of this number of ‘Ocoan 
Highways’ will turn first to the reports of 
the Geographical Societies, to see what 
is recorded of the adventurous trip of 
‘Mr, Ney Elias. It is truly satisfactory 
to soo that Mr. Elias’ energy and enter- 
pris have been so highly appreciated 
by tho highest geographical authorities. 
‘Tho account of this remarkable journoy 
has beon already given in our columns, 
but it may be well to quote the remarks of 
Sir Henry Rawlinson on- tho subject. 
‘Phe President specially notices that during 
tho whole period the traveller was taking 
astronotiical observations, steadily and 
accurately, which form a connected 
for latitnde and longitude, Wo are thus 
enabled for the first timo to lay down the 
goography of this part of Central Asia on a 
mathematical basis. It is to be regretted 
‘that attempts to find traces of Kara Ko- 
rum, the black mountain City, wore futile, 
but all remains of the vast Capital of the 
Groat Khan, which was seen in all its glory 
by Rubruquis in the 13th century, seem to 
have vanishod. 

From what we have said, it will be ap- 
parent to our readers that, if they desire to 
be au courant with the recent achievements 
of goographical science, they must possess 
themselves of the periodical with the un- 
fortunate title “ Ocean Highways.”

‘TIBNTSIN. 


An unusual occurrence has taken place 
here. Inthe str, Siechuen, a Peruvian 
official came here in order to proceed on to 
Peking in company with a French gentle- 
man, ‘The French Consul provided the 
latter with a passport, adding to his name 
the words “Anda friend.” On their boats 
reaching the bridge of boats at the East 
gate, u party of eight Chinese officials 
suddenly presented themselves and de- 
manded sight of the foreigners’ passports, 
‘Tho Frenchman at once produced his pass- 
port. ‘Tho mandarins then asked the 


other foreigner for his, The Frenchman |, 


said he was his friend, and was included 
in his passport under that designation, 





as accompanying him to the capital, The 
mandarins replied that he must also be 
provided with a passport, and until so 
provided could not proceed. So they were 
obliged to return to the Settlement and 
report the affair to the French Consul, I 
have learnt since that the Frenchman has 
gone on to Peking, and that the Peruvian 
official returns to Shanghai by the Taku. 

There can be no doubt of the Chinese 
officials having the right to demand sight 
of the passport; and to turn back any 
foreigner not provided with one. I suspect, 
however, that in this caso, if the Peruvian 
had been simply a Peruvian subject and 
not a Peruvian diplomatic official, he could 
have goneon without hindrance or question. 

Le Hung-chang, Ibelieve, considers that, 
as heholds the position of Superintendent 
of Trade at the Northern Ports open 
to Foreigners, it is the duty of diplo- 
matic officials who come to China to 
make treaties, to call on him, on 
arriving at Tientsin, and communicate 
their object and intentions. ‘This was 
not done by the Peruvian official in 
question, hence I imagine he has been 
stopped. The Chinese officials appear to 
bo perfectly well acquainted with every- 
thing going on at the various Consulates 
here, and the Viceroy was able to take 
his measures early, in the present case. 
The affair has created a great deal of 
amusement in Tientsin, as the population 
consider Le Hung-chang has gained a 
victory over the foreigners by stopping the 
Peruvian official from proceeding ; but the 
affair tends to make foreigners look very 
ridiculous in tho eyes of the populace, 
which we cannot afford at this time. The 
Tientsin people remember the Corean 
failures.

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CHINKIANG, 


For the past threo years, great interest 
has been manifested in’ the wonderful 
development of trade at Chinkiang, and 
for some timo there was an uncertainty as 
to what was the real cause of its rapid. 
increase. It was found to be in tho easy. 
method by which interchange of goods was 
made in the interior. “Foreign imports 
were allowed free access to the districts 
along the great river and by canal to 
distant places, while in return a large 
amount of the surplus native produce was 
brought out under transit pass to the port, 
OF late there has been a change, which has 
been already adverted to, and the receipt 
of the last Customs Returns confirms 
the fears that were entertained of a decline 
in the trade of Chinkiang. I make a 
few comparisons, to show this, 

‘The falling off in imports during tho past 
quarter, as compared with same period 
1872, is as follows :—

39,587, or over sixty-five 
per cont, ‘The amount of native goods 
brought from tho intorior has increased, 
becatiso these goods were purchased mouths 
since, and are just coming in, but it can 
easily be seen ‘that tho purchaso of these 
goods must soon stop, as but few moro can 
be exchanged for pieco goods and other 
mn imports, ‘There is no demand for 
foreign goods because thero is no money 
to pay for them, and the excoss of native 
products that would be exchanged for 
them cannot be thus exchanged on ac- 
count of the enormous barrier taxation, 
‘The increase of the trade at Chinkian 
during 1871 and 1872, was from 60 t0 100 
percent. ‘The decrease for 1873 is about 
40 per cent, as compared with last year, or 
about 90 per cont less than it should 
bo pecording to former years, unless 
there was some cause for the loss of 
trade, and it takes but a littlo examin- 
ation to see wherein this great change lies 
—restricting the trade with the interior 
outs off just. s0 much from the aggregate of 
foreign goods, that would find a market if 
interchange of products could be mutual. 
‘The large amount of barter, induced by 
the cheapness with which native produce 
came to Chinkiang, was in vogue five years, 
and we can note tie result, ‘This process 
of barter is suddenly stopped, and trade 
falls back to what it was before the barter 
was allowed. What is tho causo of it? 
We may sneer at Transit Passes, but we 
can see the figures. 

‘This is not the worst feature of the 
affair, trade retrograding at one port is 
apt to be felt at others, and the policy of 
going backwards in matters of this kind, 
in China, ean only have disastrous results, 
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HONGKONG. 


‘The annual meeting of the Chamber of 
Commoreo took place on the 27th ult, 
‘The report will be found elsewhere. The 
Legislative Council met on the 26th to 
discuss the Estimates for 1873-4. In course 
of the discussion it was remarked by Mr. 
Ryrie that the British Post Office building 
at Shanghai was rather highly rented, but 
ho was answered that no other could be 
got. On the Police question a comparison 
was made between Hongkong and Shang- 
hai. The Mail reports that Mr. Ryrie 
expressed a hope that, now erime was so 
much reduced, they might look forward to 
a reduction of’ taxation, and thought they 
might soon get as well ordered as Shanghai. 
Here H. E. interrupted by saying that he 
believed Hongkong was just as well off as 
Shanghai. ‘They used a good deal of 
whitewash there, and people used a good 
deal of the tat-brush in Hongkong in 
speaking of the police. ‘They didn’t wash 
their dirty linen in’ public so much, in 
Shanghai, Mr.. Ryrie, however, thought 
the papers at Shanghai were as fond of com- 
menting on the police as the Hongkong 

apers were.—Dr, B. W. Nazer, of the 
Hongkong Times, who exerted himself gal- 
Jantly to save Mr. G. 0, Ottley from 
drowning, a few weeks ago, but only stc- 
ceeded in recovering the body, lias been 
presented with a testimonial.”

‘The Docks used to pay from 
$4,000 to $5,000 monthly in the shape of 
wages, and this expenditure taken from 
the unfortunate little port, will ruin it be- 
yond recovery.

‘The Chento in one of 
her recent cruises captured no less than 12 
vessels engaged in this trade, and handed 
over the crews to the authorities of Pak 
Hoi and other Districts. 








MACAO. 


‘The correspondent of the Hongkong 
Times writes from Macao :—Business in 
coolies is most distressing at present. Since 
only two departures have been 
effected, viz: the Camillo Cavour with 683 
coolies ‘and the Amboto with 899, both 
Peruvian ships. ‘Many private barracoons 
have been closed, and the two or three 
that remained have their gates wide- 
opened—a sure sign that no birds are in 
them, Coolie erimps show much reluc- 
tanee to go to the country, owing to, the 
vigilance of the Mandarins, who have 
stationed armed boats and steamers at all 
the entrances to Macao harbour, and all 
boats laden with coolies are intercepted 
and taken to Canton, where the crimps 
found in them are tried and beheaded. 
The employés of the Government depot 
or barracoon are doing nothing, except 
mending their fishing lines for a pescaria! 
‘The news of the perfidious Ordinance 
becoming law has had the effect of a bomb- 
shell here; many of the sceptics who never 
could believe that the Court of St. James’s 
would contirm the perfidious law, are now 
asking for copies of same! ‘The days of 
the coolie traffic are doomed, thanks 
to the lmmane efforts of the English 
press, whose unanimous and uninterrupted 
cries and denunciations for the past twenty 
years are about to be crowned with success. 
Finis coronat opus! In my next letter to 
you, I hope I shall be able to announce 
the suspension of tho abominable trade—a 
trade that has, it is true, filled the pockets 
of a few, but has brought sorrow and tears 
to many, and has cast a stigma on the 
Portuguese flag that for mavy years will 
not be blotted out. 

A pirate junk has been captured in the 
harbour, by the boats of H.1.C.M. steamer 
Ghingtsing and the boats of one of the 
Portuguese men-of-war. ‘The junk had 57 
men on board when taken, six or seven 
were killed in trying to escape. ‘The junk 
was towed to Canton by one of HI. C. M. 
steam-launches, Its said that the pirates 
are the same who captured a junk off 
“Ling-ting,” some three weeks ago, and 
murdered some of the crew. .

ited only for emergencies and not as a 
pay. In 1869, the Censor Yiian 

rang-ch’éng suggested that the old course 
of law should be followed in the quieted 

ovinces, viz: that the decision of the 
al Authorities be revised by the High 
Authorities, and this was approved by the 
‘Throne. _‘Tséng-kw howover, then 
Viceroy of Chilli, lest the embers 
of rebellion might rekindle, prayed that 
the summary procedre might still be 
continued in his province and in Shantung 
and Honan, hoping to cope thus with tho 
remnants of rebel bands and disbanded 
braves. This was manifestly a mere tem- 
porary expedient, Some years have elapsed 
‘since it was first put in force, and many 
are the cases of summary execution, and 
rebels and banditti of every sort have been 
gradually swept off. At that time it was 
natural that stringent measures should bo 
taken, in view of the anxiety of men’s 
minds ; now however, after the long peace, 
a change is demanded in favour of the 
sacredness of human life. The memoris 
has read with reverence the Imperial Edict 
which directed ‘‘that the old course of 
“Jaw should be reverted to when the 





























“ banditti had been finally defeated,” and 
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Jodking up beholds the benevolence of the 
Sacred Heart, which still remembered 
mercy in the midst of severity. The 
numerous Courts through which a capital 
case has to pass, with the final reference 
to the Throne, effectually provide for a 
thorough investigation, but the summary 
infliction of death even though the sufferers 
are really rebels or bandits, may often be 
pronounced in the absence of proof personal 
or material, on a simple accusation in the 
Courts of First Instance, without waiting 
for the chance that the evidence may be 
upset on a rehearing in a higher Court. 
In the memorialist’s opinion this may be 
made an instrument for carrying out re- 
venge. It behoves us to take double pre- 
caution, that the dead may not be embit- 
tered, while the living may take warning : 
—the Imperial Benevolence will be shown 
forth, and Heaven’s peace be drawn down 
by foregoing punishment, even when due,

Tu Hsing-ah, Military-Governor 
of Sheng-king then deputed a judge, and 
when the widow heard who he was, she 
denounced him too as prejudiced.” We 
therefore direct Kuang-hsiao [EHF to 
proceed there post-haste, hear and deter- 
mine the case on its merits and report. to 
us. Let Kuang-hsiao’s personal staff 
accompany him. 

(2) The post of Chief Vice-President of 
the Board of Works will be temporarily 
filled by Yin Chao-yung, during the absence 
of Liu Yu-ming, yesterday appointed Liter- 
ary Examiner of Kiangnan, 

(3) Ch'ing-lin BEAK is continued in 
his post as Superiutendent of the Imperial 
Factory at Nanking. 

(4) Ch‘ing-lin (theabove-named) reminds 
the Throne that on the completion of the 
Bridal Trousseau he recommended to the 
‘Throne for promotion to the dth grade two 
officers in recognition of their exertions, 
and this was approved. The Board of 
Civil Office has since written to enquire 
what grade these gentlemen belonged to 
in the first instance ; an important point, 
as advancoment beyond two grades at a 
step was contrary to established rule. It 
spears that the officers in question were 
of the 8th grade, and that the recom- 
mendation was wrong. Itis prayed that the 
proper correction may be made.—Reseript:

MEETING OF TREATY CONSULS. 


Minutes of a Meeting of the Consular 
Body of Shanghai, held on the 29th Aug., 
1873, at the United States Consulate-Gen- 
enal. 

Present: the Consular Representatives 
for Austria, Denmark, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Italy, Japan, the Nether: 
lands, Russia, and the United States. 

The United States Consul-General said 
that he was prepared to act again as Dean 
of the Consular Body, as the Senior in 
term of service at Shanghai.—It was the 
opinion of the meeting that he should do

‘A letter from the Harbour-master was 
read, and the inclosure, being a set of San- 
itary Regulations for the Port of Shang- 
hai, was considered. The letter and Re- 
gulations are appended. (Documents A 
and B.) It was the opinion ofthe meeting 
that these Regulations, subject to certain 
amendments, should be accepted in place 
of a Code heretofore adopted by the

‘Authorities at Peking, and the Senior 

Consul was requested to bring them to the 

notice of the Tautai, with a view to obtain 

his approval of them. The Amendments 
roposed are as follows : 

In Rule 1. ‘The words “Local and the” 
to be inserted before “Consular,” and the 
words which follow “infected,” to be 
stricken out, 

In Rule 8, The words “on board” to 
be substituted in place of * for” before 
“the Health Officer,” and the words which 
follow ‘Customs ” to be stricken out.

In the last paragraph of Rule 5: The 
words following quarantine to be stricken 
out, and to be substituted in their place the 
words “may be extended” by the Health

In Rule 6, The words ‘to the Com- 
missioner of Customs and” to be stricken 
out. 

In Rule 8. ‘The words “a breach” to 
be substituted for the word ‘ breaches,” 

And the following note to be added to 
the Rules: “The Superintendant of Cus- 
< toms wil take steps to fame and enforea 
“a similar code of Regulations in respect 
“to Chinese vessels coming from ports 
declared as above to be infected.” 

‘The Harbour-master was present at the 
discussion of the Rules, and said that the 
Tautai had already approved and agreed to 
compensate a “ Health Officer,” and that 
the Rules had been approved by the 
“Health Ofticer.””

SANITARY REGULATIONS FOR THE FORT OF 
(B) SHANGHAI, 

The following Regulations have been agreed 
to, and sanctioned by H. E. the Superintend- 
ent of Customs and the Treaty Power Consuls 
at this port 

.—It rests with the Consular Authoritios 
to determine the places to be considered as 
“infected,” and to request the Harbour 
Master to'apply the Sanitary Regulations to 
all vessels coming from such places. 

2—On boarding vessels at Woosung, the 
Officer in charge of that station will, if the 
vessel is from any of the ports reported to him 
by the Harbour Master as “infected,” hand a 
copy of the present Regulations to the Com. 
manding Officer and request him to hoist a 
yellow flag at the fore while proceeding to- 
wards Shangh: 

3.—On being informed that a vessel is com- 
ing up with the “yellow flag” at the fore, 
the Harbour Master will send for the 











“Health Officer” appointed by H. E, the 
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Superintendent of Customs for, the purpose, 
will supply him with a boat to go on board. 

4.—The Harbour Master will order. such 
vessel to anchor one mile below the lower 
Limit of the Harbour, and will order River 
Police Constables to keep watch outside the 
‘vessel 50 as to allow no one to go on board or 
leave her ponding the “Health Officer's” 
decision. 

‘5.—If there has been no case of infectious 
disease during the voyage, the vessel may be 
admitted immediately to “pratique.” 

Should there have been one or more cases of 
infection isease during the voyage, the ves- 
sel may be placed in quarantine for from 1 to 
3 days, below the shipping. 

If there has been a case of death from in- 
fectious disease oun board during the voyage 
the vessel may be placed in quarantine for 
from 3 to 5 days, below the shipping. 

If there are many eases of infectious disease 
on board, the ‘Health Officer” may order 
the vessel to proceed outside the “Red Buoy” 
at Woosung, and in'that ease, the necessary 
measures will be taken by the Chinese Au- 
thorities to enforce quarantine on that spot, 
‘and to purify the vessel and cargo from in- 
fection, if necessary. 

‘The’ time of quarantine will in all cases 
depend upon circumstances. 

6.—The “Health Officer ” will address his 
report to the Harbour Master, for communica- 
tion to the Commissioner’ of Customs and to 
the Consul concerned. 

7.—In accordance with the local rule 1 
under tho VIL, Regulation of the Pilot: 
Service, pilots shall not leave such vessels 
until authorized to do so by the Harbour 
Master, and they will request tug-boats to tow 
“ahead” vessels coming into port under their 
charge with an infectious disease on board. 

8.—Anyone committing breaches of the: 
igulations will be dealt with by the A\ 
tthorities to whose jurisdiction he is amenable.

of the period would be equally so, if not 
better. This had not been the ease, how- 
ever, for so far it had been worse than 
during any similar period since the forma- 
tion of the Company. Consequently they 
wore not in a position to pay a dividend, 
which the Directors regretted very much, 
Passing now to the Accounts the balance- 
sheet showing the Company’s assets and 
Hiabilities didnot call for much remark, 
‘The item sundry creditors Tis, 24,310 had 
been nearly all paid off. Of the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank advance account 
Tis. 17,000 had been paid, and the secu- 
‘itis were perfectly good forthe remainder. 
On the other side the amount repaid by 
sundry-debtors ought to have been Tis. 
1,000 less, owing to a miscalculation about 
some duty payments which had not been 
received at the time. Most of the freights 
outstanding had been collected, and 
against the remainder of Tis. 2,000 they 














had goods in godown. The advances had 
also been materially reduced ; they were 
mostly made by the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank. The amount of the asset 
due by Messrs. Butterfield & Swire had 
been collected, and the same with the ba- 
lance oftheAgents. The steamer Kona still 
represented a balance of Tis. 15,000, the 
reason for this being that the amount at the 
credit of reserve and depreciation fund was 
used up to the extent of Tis. 8,000, being 
the deficiency on the amount of the sale 
of the steamers to Messrs. Butterfield & 
Swire; that left Tis. 10,014.22, which 
had been put to the account of the 
Rona, The remaining balance at debit 
of Kona could only be placed against 
capital account, which they deferred doing 
till they knew the result of the 
appeal, which they hoped would be favour- 
able. ‘Had there been a balance in hand 
from other sources it might have been 
written off, so that if they did win th 

Rona appeal case they should have that 
clear. During the six years the Company 
had been working, dividends to the amount 
of 75 per cent had been paid, or at the 
rate of 13} per cent per annum, besides 
‘a bonus of 20 per cent. So that the Com- 
pany could not be said to have dono badly 
on the whole period of its existenco as a 
River line, and he hoped it would do 
hereafter no worse but better. ‘The Work- 
ing Account explained itself. The bad 
debts written off included Tis. 12,000 from 
Glover Dow and Co.; it had been Tis. 
17,000, but they had received Tis. 1,200, and 
the Directors estimated that they could get 
the remainder from the outturn of the 
Nagasaki firm, especially the coalmine, 
which had been doing very well. The 
amount written off for depreciation of 
plant and on account of Kona, he had 
already referred to, The shareholders 
would seo that the balance on the other 
jo carried forward from last half-year, as 
well as the sum placed to reserré and de. 
preciation fund, hiad been absorbed, though 
such amount as might be received, if any, 
under the Rona, appeal would have to be 
credited. He wis now prepared to answer 
any questions the shareholders might wish 
to put.

The presentation to the Shareholders of the 
accompanying accounts has been delayed be- 
yond the usual timo with a view of their 
embracing, not only the operations ofthe halt 
year ending March 3ist, but also, as far as 
practicable, everything connected with the 
winding up of the Yangtsze river busine 
‘The last report stated that the steamers had 
done well up to the end of 1872, but durin; 
the first three mouths of 1873 the dulness oi 
the river trade, active competition, and the 
unavoidable disadvantage of a prospective 
early abandonment of the field, combined to 
largely reduce earnings. .The Directors how- 
ever feel that what has since transpired on 
the Yangtsze has more than borne out the 
anticipations contained in their last report, 
and that the Shareholders will congratulate’| 
themselves on the sale of their river boats and 
Plant, delivery of which was duly given on 
Sst March, the legal transfer of the steamers 
being consummated at a later date. In mak- 
ing up the Rona’s account, the Directors have 
carried forward a balance of Tis. 15,130.32, 
pending the result of the appeal in the col 
sion case, now awaiting a hearing in England, 
said balance forming almost the only item of 
uncertainty in the outturn of the old business 
of the Company. 

It will thus be apparent that no dividend 
could be declared at the end of the half year, 
but that a favorable decision would materially 
affect the value of the Stock. 

In accordance with the unanimous vote of 
the Extraordinary General Meeting held on 
‘March 3ist, the Directors have purchased for 
their Coastline the steamer Acantha on the 
spot, ie Kwangckow (late Amarapoora) 
in London. ‘The former has been running 
regularly, and the latter is expected in August. 
Great difficalty has been experienced in find- 
ing boats suitable in all respects, but the 
Board have a third one in view ; and until the 

















Company possesses three such. of its own, 


they will not feel that it is in a proper 
position ; for, whilst they deem it indispens- 
able to keep up their regular line by chartering 
he best available steansors, the plan has very 
obvious drawbacks. The line has met with 
very gratifying support, and the steamers 
have almost invariably gone full, so that with 
their fleet complete, and with careful and 
economical management, the Shareholders 
may reasonably hope for & prosperous career. 

‘The purchase of Debentures and Shares by 
the Company: having reduced them rather 
more than seems now desirable, the Directors 

sropose a re-issue of both so as to bring the 
former account to Tis. 100,000 (against ‘Tis. 
120,000 originally issued) and the latter to 
‘Ts, 200,000 (originally ‘Ts. 204,000.) ‘They 
will regard the passing of the accounts as 
confirmation of euch purpose, and may mention 
that they have an application for all the 
debentures. 

Mr, Samuel Brown having resigned, the 
Board have elected Mr. J. G. Pardon ad 
interim, whose appointment requires confirma- 
tion. ‘The other Directors and the Auditors 
retire, but, being cligible, offer themselves 
for re-election.

Unfortunately, 
as they would have noticed by the pub- 
lished telegrams, the Kwangchow had 
got into difficulties, and he was sorry to 
say the Agents had now a telegram stating 
that she had become a total loss. She was 
insured for £35,000, at a cost for her first 
year of £3,800, and the balance would be 

retty nearly absorbed by the interest on 
Kee coah, ‘The loss waa such to be regret 
ted, as the Company could not replace the 
steamer at anything like her price. The 
Acantha had been giving every satisfaction 
and paying, but the chartered vessols could 
not be said to have done more than cover 
their expensos—the Craigforth did not do 
that, 

‘The meeting was then resolved into ari 
extraordinary one. 

‘The Cuartara ‘enid it was called as an 
adjournment of tho one of which he had 
just read the minutes.

That the regulations contained in clauses 
numbered from4 to 110, both inclusive, in 
the Company's Deod of Settlement, dated the 
nineteenth day of June One thousaad Eight 
hundred and Sixty- hall he repeaied as 
from the fifth day of November One thousand 
Eight hundred and Seventy-three; and that in 
liew thereof the regulations appended hereto 
shall he embodied in a deed to be execated by 
the Shareholders, and shall, as so ‘embodied, 
and as from the said fifth day of November 
Ono thousand Hight hundred and. Seventy- 
three, be the regulations under which the bu- 
siness of the Company shall be carried on. 

It was desirable that the Deed of Settle- 
ment should be more fully circulated, and 
that the old Deed should be improved upon 
dy excising unnecessary portions and ad- 
ding such as had proved to be necessary for 
the present working of tho Company. 
‘They proposed to excise such clauses for 
instance as that relating to the Agency at 
Hankow, which their withdrawal from the 
River rendered obsolete, The clauses which 
had been altered materially were those 
relating to capital, agency, Agents’ remu- 
neration, meetings, and number of Diree- 
tors. Certain new clauses had been added 






























relating chiefly to the transfer of shares,, 


and to bankrupt or deceased shareholders. 
‘There was, finally, a very important clause— 
as to the dissolution of the Company. It 
stood formerly that upon the loss of one- 
fourth of the capital, the Company should be 
wound up. It was now arranged as follows : 


122. Incase at any time the losses of the 
Company shall have reduced the paid up 
Capital by One-third part thereof (due allow- 
ance being made for the wear and tear and 
depreciation of the Ships and Vessels and 
other property of the Company) and shall also 





be equal to all the Reserve Fund (if any) the 
Board shall forthwith call an Extraordinary 
Meeting and submit a full statement of the 
affairs of the Company to such meeting. 

193. In case it shall appear at such Ex. 

traordinary Meeting that the Company have 
incurred losses to the extent mentioned in the 
ast preceding clause, the Chairman at such 
meeting shall declare the Company dissolved, 
and the same shall be thereupon dissolved 
accordingly, except for the purpose of wind- 
ing up its affairs ; unless at such Extraordinary 
Meeting it shall be resolved that a dissolution 
of the Company is inexpedient, in which caso 
the course to be pursued by the Company 
shall be decided at such Extraordinary Meeting 
and if confirmed at another Extraordinary 
‘Meeting to be called by the Board for the 
purpose and held not less than seven nor more 
than fourteen days after the holding of the 
first mentioned Bxtraordinary Meeting, the 
course so decided upon shall be pursued and 
shall be definitely binding upon the Company. 
Provided always nevertheless that in case it 
‘shall appear at such first mentioned Extra- 
ordinary Meeting or at any time thereafter, 
that the Company has incurred losses to the 
extent of One-half the paid up Capital, the 
dissolution of the Company in manner afore- 
said shall be imperative, 
He was prepared to hear any suggestions 
that might be made with regard to any of 
the clauses of the Deed, and now put the 
resolution. 

Mr. Dryspaxe seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was passed unanimously. 

The shareholders present having signed 
the new Deed, 

It was proposed by the Cmarrmax, 
seconded by Mr. Dryspate, and agreed— 

‘That this meeting stand adjourned until 
the 5th November next.

been read, 

Tho Cuamwax suggested that the 
minutes of the last meeting might be taken 
as read, and this being seconded by Mr. 
Pyke, was catried. 

‘The Cuamorax said that in rising to 
propose the adoption of the report, he had 
fortunately very little to say. Nothing 
new had cropped up requiring the attention 
of the Chamber, and the Committee had 
been occupied entirely in going over the 
interesting correspondence carried on in 
various quarters, which is given in the 
report. ‘The lighthouses we might look 
forward to having before long, after the 
letter read before the Council, from the 
Sceretary of State. The Mildew Question 
remains very much as it was before. So 
far as he could gather, they had not come 
to any conclusion.at home any more than 
here. He did not know whether any 
member present had further information. 
Regarding the survey of the Const, the 
letters received at least abundantly proved 
that the sneers which the Northern papers 
used on the resolution which was brought 
forward, were unfounded, and that some- 
thing was very much needed, it being 
only to be regretted that steps were not 
taken some years ago, which might have 

revented some of the disasters which 

we ocourred. With regard to telegra- 
phic communication, he did not think he 
needed to say much, as the stoppages 
which had taken place were well known. 
A question had been raised whether the 
meetings of the Chamber should be yearly 
instead of half-yearly. A resolution on 
the subject could not be carried, as the 
necessary ten days’ notice had not been 
given, but there was no reason why it 








should not be taken into consideration and 
disonssed at this meeting, and brought for- 
ward at afuture day. The principal reason 
he heard urged for not having a half-yearly 
meeting, was that the time of members 
was much taken up and it was always 
possible to call the Chamber together when 
such appeared necessary. He thought for 
these reasons a yearly meeting was quite 
sufficient for the purposes of the Chamber. 
The financial position was pretty good ; the 
Chamber's circular being more and more 
appreciated and many firms giving up their 
private circulars. With these remarks he 
proposed the adoption of the report. 

‘This was seconded by Mr. Pyxe, and 
carried unanimously.

The- last General Mecting of the Chamber 
was held on the 27th January last, sineo 
which date the Committee lias been engaged 
in correspondence of a very interesting nature 
upon the various subjects with which they 
have dealt, This, together with their Report 
for the half-year, they have now the pleasure 
to place before the Members for their consi- 
deration. 

Lighthouses at the Entrances to the Port. — 
Agreeably to the resolution passed at the last 
‘meeting with reference to this subject, the 
Committee addressed a letter to the Colonial 
Secretary embodying the opinions then ex- 
pressed with rference to the advicability of 

rect applieation being made to the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies for a grant from the 
Special Fund to cover the cost of this outlay, 
and replies have been received, (Appendix A), 
in which the Government expresses its dist 
approval, and refuses to sanction the appro- 

tion Of any monies from the Special Fund 
for that purpose. 

‘Although no. official intimation has been 
given to the Community as to what progress 
has been made towards the accomplishment 
of these important works, it is pretty gene- 
rally known that thé Government of the 
Colony has decided upon building the follow- 
ing lighthouses ; say, one principal light of the 
frst order, upon, promiuent position on the 
southern face of the island, and one small 
light at each entrance to the harbour, and the 
Community may expect to see their construc- 
tion commenced very shortly. 

‘Mildewed Goods.—In compliance with the 
resolution upon this subject passed at the last 
General Meeting, a letter was addressed to 
the Chairman of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce, and although the question has 
been under discussion in England, no reply 
has as yet been received. 

Survey of the Coast between this Port and 
Shanghai.—After a very careful consideration 
of this question, the Committee determined, 
that beloro drawing up and forwarding the 
Memorials suggested at the last regular Moet- 
ing, to’ obtain more positive and reliable ia- 
formation as to the actual requirements of a 
fresh survey, as well as the opinions of those 
who from their experience were well acquain- 
ted with the navigation of China Waters. In 
furtherance of this resolution, letters were 
addressed to Vico-Admiral Sir Charles F, 
Shadwell, x.c.n,, R.x., and Rear Admiral 
Thornton A. Jenkins, v.s.x., and a circular 
letter was sent to a number of the com- 
manders of merchant steamers plying between 
this and the several Const Ports, and the 
result has been the receipt in reply of a 
most dnteresting series of letters, giving valu- 
able and reliable information upon which to 
base the Memorials suggested. The Com- 
mittee would especially” call attention to the 
letters of Admirals Shadwell and Jenkine 
and recommend that the Chamber should now 
adress a Memorial to the British Admiralty, 
urging that the views of the Commander-in- 
Chief should be carried into effect ; also that a 
similar Memorial should be sent to the Naval 
Department of the U. 8. Government, urging 
that the views which Admiral Jenkins has 
expressed upon the subject receive consider- 
ation, and that the two Governments should 
fake joint action in completing tho sur. 
required. In conjunction with these, the 
various Chambers of Commerce would also be 
requested to use their influence with their 
several Governments in urging that, some 
action should be taken. 

‘The Committee also addressed letter to 
Mr. D. M. Henderson, Chief Lighthouse 
Engineer, Imperial Muritime Customs, but 
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this Officer declined to afford aay information 
in respect to the proposed scheme of Light- 
houses now being carried out by the Chinese 
Government. 

‘Telegraphic Communication between Hong-

SURVEY OF THE CHINA COAST. 


The following letter has been addressed 
by Rear Admiral Jenkins to the Chamber 
‘of Commerce, with reference to the above 
subject : 

U.S. 8. “Hartford,”.Flag-ship on the 
Asiatic Station, 
Nagasaki, Japan, August 5th, 1873. 

L. Kany, Bsq., Vice-Chairman, Hong 
Kong General Chamber of Commerce. 

Sir,—I had the honor to receive your 
letter of May 14th last, shortly after my 
arrival at Shanghai, China, a few weeks 
since, requesting, at the desire of the Hong- 
kong’ General Chamber of Commerce, 
opinion on various matters connected witl 
the navigation of the China Sea, and more 
particulary that part of it lying between 

fongkong and Shanghai, with the view to 
the employment of means for the greater 
safety in the navigation, by the increased 
and increasing traffic by steamers, than at 
present exist. 

{ regret that my duties during my stay 
‘at Shanghai were such as to prevent an 
earlier attention to. your communication, 
and Inow fear that my reply may fall far 
short of your reasonable expectations. 
However, isha state frankly what I think 
in regard to the increase of the number 
and different kinds and descriptions of aids 
to render navigation between Hongkong 
and Shanghai safer and easier than it is at 
present, trusting that in endeavouring to 
‘aid commerce and navigation, no one may 
see cause to complain of what I may say. 

I now propose to reply to the several 
queries contained in your letter. 

1.—“‘Is the survey of the Coast and 
adjacent waters correct, suliicient, and 
satisfactory, and are the existing charts of 
late dates a8 correct as they can be made?” 

1 am of the opinion that the charts in 
general use by the vessels of war under my 
command, corrected to the latest dates, are 
as correct as charts are of other coasts in 
general; that they are sufficiently correct, 
and ought to be satisfactory for the safe 
navigation of the Coast of China by compe- 
tent and careful persons.

2.—Is the system of Lighthouses pro- 
posed, and now being carried out by’ the, 
Chinese Government, all that is required 
in this respect ?” 

Tam not inforined, nor have I been able 
to ascertain, what programme has been 
prepared, or what system, if any, has been 
adopted by the Chinese Government for 
lighting the coast, but I am aware that 
several Lighthouses have been completed, 
and the lights exhibited recently, and that 
one on Lamock Island (a very important 
point fora light) is now in course of con- 
struction, with a fair prospect of being 
ready for exhibiting the light early next 
year. 

3.— Are the channels and hidden 
angers, as well as entrances to harbours, 
properly beaconed and buoyed ?” 

Tthink there might be a much larger 
number of beacons’ and buoys placed at 
entrances to harbours, and in channels 
visited by me, than there are at present, 
and if placed, would render navigation 
much safer, “and greatly facilitate the 
ingress and egress of vessels, especially in 
bad and thick or foggy weather 

“4,—Are the numerous merchant 
steamers continually plying upon these 
waters, at all seasons of the year, pro- 
perly officered, manned, and equipped !” 

‘This question, (or indeed either one of 
the three embraced in the general question) 
it is not in my power to answer one way or 
another, I have had no opportunity to 
ascertain facts or to form opinions from 
personal observation in regard to the mer- 
chant vessels (sail or steam) employed on 
this coast, 

5,—Ts sufticient care exercised in the 
navigation of these vessels, having regard 
to the dangerous nature of the route, and 
peculiarities of weather ?” 

‘This question is an excoedingly dificult 
one to answer, without in some degree 
doing manifest injustice to many careful 
navigators, if answered in the negative ; 
and if answered in the aflirmative, some 
who have not shown either good judgment 
or proper caution in dangerous navigation, 
would be exonerated, a0 far as my opinion 
goes to relieve them from blame. I think 
in some few instances which have come 
under my notice, there has been too great 
a disposition to turn sharp corners too 
closely to save a few miles, at times when 
it was almost impossible to be certain of 
the actual position of the vessel within 
several miles. 

‘This Const, peculiar in its geological 
features, known to abound with rocks both 
above and below water, which are marked 
on the charts, affords  unmistakeable 
evidence to every reflecting mind that 
other rocks may, and probably do, exist, 
which have escaped the search of the best 
efforts of the most zealous and skilful 
nautical surveyors; hence the necessity for 
great care and prudence in approaching 
such points or places, and especially in 
never failing to use the lend when in 
dangerous proximity to land or broken 
ground,- Reduced speed in thick or foggy 
weather in narrow channels, and in the 
vicinity of dangers at night, should be an 
imperative rule in my opinion. 

in reply to the request contained in the 
latter part of your communication, for in- 
formation upon other points than those 
already enumerated, I will state my views 
in regard to certain positions on which L 
think lights, é&c., should be placed, and 
that the attention of the proper authorities 
might with great propriety be called to 
them, as being of great importance to the 
interests of commerce and navigation, 

I will first call attention to the ap- 
proaches to and entrance into the Yanise- 
ki 























a 
‘The approaches from seato the great 
delta estuary, not unlike those of the 
Ganges, Mississippi, and other great rivers, 
are surrounded by dangers to the navigator, 
which even in the clearest and best weather 
make him anxious for the safety of his 








vessel. The two lights, one on the North 
Saddle Island, and the one on Gutzlaf 
Island, seem in ordinary weather to give 
ample’ warning of the proximity of the 
many dangers in the vicinity, but having 
made out either one of these lights, to 
shape a safe course for the channel over 
the outer bar, without any other guide 
than the compass and the lead line, there 
being no land visible on either hand and a 
dangerous bank extending on the west 
and south side'15 miles from the low land 
to the three fathom curve, as shown on the 
chart, the Ariadne Rock, to say nothing of 
the Amherst Rocks, and still more dangerous 
and treacherous North Bank on the north 
side of the channel, is very dificult, aud 
some of the best pilots of the place run 
vessels aground occasionally. 

‘To make this navigation comparatively 
safe and easy, I consider it necessary that 
alight vessel, say with two fixed white 
lights, exhibited from an elevation of 
about 45 feet, should be placed on the 
onter edge of ‘the outer bar, near the axis 
of the channel, in about’ four fathoms 
water, as showin by the chart, distant from 
North Saddle Light about 25 miles, and 
bearing from it about N.W. by W.3W. 
This position would be about thirteen 
miles to the southward and eastward of 
the present light vessel. Vessels would 
then get on a proper bearing either with 
Nortit Saddle Light or Gutalat Light, and 
shape a course for this light vessel, and if 
they are properly lighted and attended to, 
one could not be lost sight of before seeing 
the other. Passing the outer bar light 
vessel, one straight course would lead up 
to the other light vessel. 

A light vessel or lighthouse should be 
established also, either at the shoal marked 
on the chart ‘ Beacon Spit,” or on or off 
‘oal marked on the chart 
Beacon.” Between the 
North bank Jight vessel as now placed, and 
the end of the ‘Block House” Shoal, 
there is good and safe anchorage, which 
with these proposed aids could be reached 
at any time without much risk. The 
beacons on the mainland (Kintoan) 
opposite to the “ Block House” Shoal, are 
now of very little use. 

‘The beacons above the “Block House” 
are not of so much importance, the main 
object being, or should be, to enable 
vessels under the most unfavorable circam- 
stances of weather, either with or without 
pilots, to reach a safe anchorage. 

‘The banks on the edge of the channel, 
both North and South sides, should be 
marked with buoys, properly distinguished 
by color and number, as they are in Euro- 
pean and American navigable waters. 

‘No surveys of the mouths of rivers like 
the Yangtse-kiang are of much valuo after 
the close of the first heavy rise or freshet, 
but the channels should be frequently 
sounded out by the persons charged with 
Keeping the buoys and light vessels in 
their proper places, and their positions 
fixed from time to time to suit such 
changes as are caused by washings or 
deposits. 

In the course of time it is supposed that 
the Amherst and Ariadne Rocks will be so 
marked as to prevent vessels from running 
upon them on dark nights, and in fogs. 
Fog signals are now used as aids to naviga- 
tion at a great many points in the United 
States, and in the British possessions in 
North America, and these would be found 
to be useful here. 

The most important point probably on 
the China coast for establishing a_ first 
order light at this time, is Breaker Point 
(southward and eastward of Swatow), and 
at the same time a careful re-examination 
should be made of the Coast thence to 
Tungoa Roads, and the chart corrected 
accordingly. 

‘There should be two first order lights to 
mark the two principal approaches to 
Hongkong. 

‘One might be placed on Waglan Island, 
























say’a fixed white light, and the other on 
Gap Rock, a revolving, or flashing; or 
fixed, varied by short flashes at short 
intervals of time, But as experts <8 wall 
as others might differ as to the exact points 
upon which two such important aids to 
navigation should be placed, their posi- 
tions might be left to the decision of the 
Admiral, or other high and competent 
officer oF officers of H. B. M. Naval Service 
on this Station, with entire certainty that 
they would place them properly. As for 
maller lights for Hongkong, those on the 
spot, and better acquainted with the loca- 
lity ‘than Iam, could much better decide 
as to their necessity, number, and positions, 
if necessary, than I could hope to do. 

There ought to be a first order light on 
the ‘“Piscadores,” another on the South 
end of Formosa, and another on Pratas 
Island, or on the centre of the Shoal. 
‘These ‘are all dangers to navigation which 
could be easily marked, and if established 
would greatly facilitate it. 

‘The Chinese Authorities at Foochow 
have promised to establish a first order 
light on the South end of Formosa, but 
whether it will be done or not, remains to 
be seen. 

‘The Coasting trade of China might be 
greatly improved, and the Chinese them- 
selves would be greatly benefited, if the 
Chinese Authorities would give more at- 
tention to the numerous channels and har- 
bors among the Islands along the entire 
const. A few small lights, judiciously 
placed, especially for marking entrances to 
narrow channels from the sea, or broad 
bays, and the approaches to places of re- 
fuge or shelter during bad weather, would 
be tho means of saving annually many 
lives and mach property. 

Doubtless a reasonable number of light- 
ed and day beacons and buoys, suitably 
placed on the inland navigable waters, 
would bo the means of expediting voyages, 
saving many lives from a watery grave, and 
much property from entire loss. Other 
nations have long since found it to be to 
the interest of their people to provide aids 
for saving life and property, and it is seri 
ously to be hoped that the Chinese may be 
induiced to at least expend the money they 
collect under treaty stipulations for estab- 
lishing and supporting lights and other 
aids to navigation judiciously, and as con- 
templated by the treaties.—I am, very 
respectfully, .

TRADE AT CHINKEANG. 


To the Editor of the 
Noxra-Cutva Heratp. 

Dear Sir,—Your slashing article on the 
Courier’s article anent Chinkiang and its 
sometithe ‘Transit Pass trade, is based 
on one fundamental error which renders 
it wholly ineffective,—and that is, the 
assumption that the barter of foreign 

oods for goods brought down under the 

‘ransit Passes ever existed to any appreci- 
able extent. ‘This assumption can be 
proved by Customs statistics to be unwar- 
ranted. : 

That, however, is a mere question of 
detail as to whether the little temporary 
briskness had any real effect on foreign 
trade, other than the gain obtained by 
sale of the documents, No sane person 
vould, T imagine, attempt to deny that 
the continuance of the issue of Transit 
Passes would ultimately benefit Foreign 
Trade, or that the permanence of so cheap 
and easily checked a method of collecting 
revenue would bea boon to the Chinese 
Government directly, as well as indirectly, 
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through the promotion of the general 
well-being of its people. It is dificult 
‘then to see the reason of the heated effu- 
sions which this subject evokes. 

‘The writer on the official side says “The 
uso to which the Transit Passes was put 
was not contemplated by Treaty, and we 
cannot insist on their further unrestricted 
issue;”—the merchant says ‘Yes, but the 
Tittle’ game was very nico while it went 
‘on, and we should like it to continue ; and 
ofiicials are of no use unless they make the 
Chinese continue it.” 

‘These positions are both impregnable, 
and might as well be recognized as such at 
once. ‘The only useful direction in which 
‘writers can agitate, is towards moving our 
Home Government into compelling the 
Chinese Government to a reform of its 
fiscal system. Frantic scribbling on the 
old well-worn lines of argument will do no 
good, and it degenerates, into recrimination.

A moonlight parade of the S. V. C. was 
held on Tuesday evening, when abuut 150 
men turned out, The plan of operations was 
that the Force should move off in two 
columns from the place of assembly, one 
Proceeding, to the Racecourse by “Nan- 
ing Road and the Maloo, and the 
other by Foochow Road and along by the 
Defence Ditch in the direction of the 
Cemetery bridge, till a convenient point 
was found at which to enter the Racecourse;

‘The whole Force was afterwards drawn up in 
Tine, and exercised in volley-firing ; after 
which column was formed on the leading 
Company, and the whole marched back to 
the Bund—which was reached about 11 p.m. 

Captain Brewer there congratulated tho 
Corps on the good turn-out, and took a 
short farewell, as he was about to leave 
for a holiday home ; he left them however 
in good hands, and expected to find them 
equally efficient on his return, Three 
hearty cheers, called for by Captain Cann 
on this announcement, were warmly res- 
ponded to, and conveyed to Captain Brewer 
the best wishes of the Force he has so ably 
commanded, that he may have a pleasant 
trip, and that we may soon see him again 
among us in the position which he has #0 
well filled. 















FIRE IN SZECHUEN ROAD. 


An alarm of fire was given about 12.15 0n 
Tuesday night ; the two strokes of the bell 
indicating that it was in the northern half 
of ‘the Buglish Settlement. Its, position 
was defined accurately enough in a few 
minutes, by the smoke and flame against 
the clear sky, as that occupied by the 
Ching-foong “Printing office, and firemen 
hastened with their engines to the spot. 
‘fhe earliest arrivals busied themselves in 
saving what furniture and plant could be 
most readily removed; but their efforts were 
soon stopped by the fast spreading flames, 
to the unchecked ravages of which the 
main building had for a short time to be 
given up. In about 90 minutes after the 

rst alarm, however, the Deluge and Victo- 
ria steam-engines got under play from the 
wells in Ningpo road ; and No. 1 engine 
taking up the same position, three pow- 
erful jets in front rapidly ‘reduced the 
Eheatening appearance which the con- 
flagration had assumed. A few extra 
pounds of steam enabled the firemen 
to throw water right over the building, so 
as to prevent the fire communicating with 
Messrs. Chapman, King & Co.’s godowns 
and hong in the rear, and stables at the 











upper end ; while the. second hose of the 











Victoria was passed through the sem 
tached building which forms the public 
offices of Messrs. da Costa & Co., and did 
excellent service in cutting off the spread 
of the fire in this direction. ‘Tho Mih-ho- 
loongs had meanwhile been actively en- 
gaged in cutting away everything that 
could assist the fire spreading, chiefly pro- 
jecting woodwork, aud matting stretched 
on bamboo frames over open passages 
between the various houses. ‘The Salvage 
Corps was equally busy, and received into 
its truck a quantity of ‘valuable property. 
‘The floating engine came to Ewo jetty and 
pumped a stream along Pel 
supply one of the French Engines, the 
Gas Co,’s, we believe. The water in the 
Ningpo Road series of wells proved ample 
for the other engines, which for over an 
hour threw powerful streams from that 
source, engines and firemen both doing 
their work well. No effurt, however, could 
save Messrs, da Costa and Co,’s premises 
in which the fire broke out. By about 
half-past one, these were a thoroughly 
gutted and a blackening ruin. Their con- 
tents comprised a comparatively fresh and 
valuable printing plant, and several works 
foing through the press. We have no in- 
Kermation as yet regarding the origin of the 
fire, all that could be ascertained at the 
moment was that it had broken out on the 
upper floor, Nor have we heard the actual 
or collateral loss estimated, but wo under- 

















stand the plant of the office was insured 
for Tis. 12,000 in the Hongkong Fire Ollice, 
and the building for ‘Tis. 6,000 in tho 


Phenix. The engines left the place between 
Band 4 a.st., but subsequently there were 
threatening outbursts in unconsumed but 
smouldering portions of the building, which 
were watched and extinguished by the Po- 
lice under Superintendent Penfold, who 
remained on the ground till 6.a.a. Durin 
the following day the ruin smouldered, anc 
the danger from falling bricks has led to 
barriers being thrown across the Szechuen 
road where it is joined by the Peking and 
Ningpo roads. Policemen have also been 
on special duty in front of the building. 
Among the property saved were the formos 
of the Evening Gazette, which however has 
not been since republished. 








THE ASHANTEE WAR. 
We republish from the Times, an arti- 


cle explaining the telegrams which have 
lately reached us, of an attack by the 
Ashantees on our possessions in Upper 
Guinea, What was the origin of their 
invasion does not appear ; but they seem 
to have beaten back the tribes friendly to 
us who opposed their advance, to have 
found sympathy among the population of 
the districts lately transferred to us by 
Holland, and to hold the few troops at 
present on the West Coast, nearly block- 
aded in the several, stations, So closely 
are the English pressed, that they have 
had to destroy the town’ of Elmina, and 
to retire within tho fort, where an attack 
was daily expected. A ‘correspondent of . 
the Times writes from Sierra Leone, that 
this step was taken because the Elminas 
had continued actively to aid the Ashantecs, 
supplying them with arms and amunition, 
“Pwo or three days before the destruction 
of the town, a party of Ashantees openly 
came into the streets of Ehnina and were 
supplied by the inhabitants with all they 
required. When the Calabar on the 
morning of the 16th passed by Elmina, the 
town was still burning, and the boats 
from the men-of-war firing on it. Before 
taking this step a proclamation was issued 
offering shelter in the Castle of Elmina to 
all loyal people who where willing to tako 
the oath of allegiance. The town, which 
was of some size and well-built, afforded 
good shelter to any force advancing to 
attack the Castle. Its population was 
probably abont 10,000 people before the 
war began, 
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“The communication between Cape Coast 
and Elmina by land was interrupted for 
some days, but on the 7th a strong detach- 
ment of Houssas reopened the communi- 
cations and marched from Cape Coast to 
Elmina, On the 10th Colonel Festing and 
Captain Freemantle proceeded from Cape 
Coast to Elmina in a gunboat, as it was 
then closely pressed by the Ashantees, and 
it is uow their chief point of attack. 
‘They returned to Cape Const next day, 
and on the 12th Colonel Festing started 
from Cape Coast at midnight at the head 
of the Marines and a strong Houssa force, 
and made a forced march to Bhnina, as an 
immediate assault was anticipated. 

‘The Ashantees now hold the entire 
country right up to Cape Coastand Elmina, 
and have burnt a village little more than 
a mile from Cape Const Castle. 

‘The Culabur also brings news of au en- 
gagement between the Fantees and the 
Ashantees at Donquah, a village about 15 
miles inland from Cape Const, which is the 
chiof stronghold of the Denkera country. 
‘Tho battle was very severe and lasted for 
two days. It began on the 4th, aud that 
day’s fighting was indecisive. On the Gth 
the fight was renewed, the Ashanteo forces 
having been concentrated during tho night. 
‘After a stubborn resistance the Fantees 
were driven from all their positions with 
ggeat slaughter, No English troops or 

loussas were present at this engagement. 
‘Tho Fantees fled in great confusion to 
Cape Coast and were greatly harassed dur- 
ing their retreat, especially by a band of 
Ashuntocs which’ had boon harLoured by 
‘the Elminas. z 

‘Phe town of Cape Coast is now inumda- 
tod with Fantee fugitives, over 30,000 
oople having sought refuge there: “Great 

stress exists among them from scarcity 
of food and water. ‘The rains aro unu- 
aually Inte, being nearly threo weeks be- 
hindhand.’ The only drinking water safe 
to use at Cape Coast is the rain water which 
is stored in large tanks, ‘The water ‘from 
the wells tends to dysentery, which on the 
Gold Const is the most deadly of all diseases 
to Europeans. ‘The supply of water has 
run so low that there are only a fext inches 
left in tho tanks, und rain is most anxio 
ly looked for. ‘From private letters re- 
ceived from Cape Coast it appears that for 
some days past the ofticers quartered there 
hiave not been able to obtain any water for 
bathing purposes. In such a climate this 
is a dreadful privation, and one likely to 
lead to much wnhealthiness. ‘The sanitary 
condition of Capo Coast is described as 
Areadful, from the sudden and mexpected 
influx of such a multitude of strangers. 
Much sickness prevails, and besides the 
‘usual diseases peculiar to the Coast, there 
are over 140 cases of smallpox in the Civil 
Hospital. Dysentery of a very malignant 
type has shown itselé, 

The head-quarters of the Ashantees are 
now at Afootoo, a village about 12 miles 
from Cape Coast, and it is thought that 
the King of the Ashantees, Koffer Calcalli, 
is there in person. It is impossible to 
over-estimate the difiiculties of Colonel 
Harley's position in the present unexpected 
‘emergency, but great coulidence in his skill 
and experience is felt by all the residents 
on the Const. ‘The arrival of the 24 West 
Tndia Regiment is anxiously looked for.”” 





























ACHEBN. 
(Straits Times.) 

On the 17th July, the steamer Baron Sloet 
Van der Bele brought to Batavia from Rhio 
41 Achinese prisoners, all of them defiant 
Yooking, powerfully built, and presenting a 
fearless appearance, who had been eaptured 
by the blockading’ squadron off Acheen for 
endeavouring to introduce contraband of war. 
‘Along with them also arrived the three Datus, 
Kichil, Jalil, and Sulang Barat, who had been 
‘the leaders of the Deli insurrection last. year. 
‘One of these Datus, who was the hulubalang 
or principal leader, has a very intelligent ap- 
pearance : his stature and bearing 4 








ably point him out as a leader. At Rhio, he 
met a European officer, and fancied that he 
had seen him during -the last expedition to 
Deli. On receiving an affirmative answer to 
& question respecting it, the Datu said, very 
laconieally : Yes, I really thought that I 
have had the honor of meeting you before. In 
the Iate war with my people, I had the plea- 
sure of being able to fire upon you ; but I mis- 
sed you, I find.” By the same opportunity, 
one S., a sergeant major, was brought a 
gener to Satara. ‘Two months ago, he de- 
serted from his garrison place, Willem I. 
(Java), landed at Deli afterwards, from thence 
proceeded to Acheen, and, during the late 
ampaign there assisted the Achinese against 
the Dutch toops. He lately visited Pinang on 
some business in the interest of the Sultan: 
there, says the Judier of the 19th July, “he 
was discovered and delivered up to our Gov- 
ernment by the British authorities.” 

‘The Indier of the same date has received 
advices from the blockading squadron off the 
Acheen roadstead to the following effect:—At 
¥ai, which can put 2,000 armed men into the 
field, the Dutch flag has been hoisted, and the 
rajah often visits ‘the man-of-war de Briel 
stationed there. ‘The Achinese, of whom but 
few could be seen from the ships, are fortify- 
ing the positions inland which the troops had 
marched against. The blockade is strictly 
enforced, 80 that, by Inst account, 15 prahus 
and 1 schooner, which had been made prizes 
of, were lying at Edi, On the ldth July, the 
Telegraaf brought the Mariner's Hope, a vessel 
under British colours, to the roadstead of 
Acheen : on the following day she was towed 
as.a prize to Deli. The Siak also brought a 
brig to the roadstead, which was immediately 
set-at liberty. On the Gth July, a vessel flying 
the Turkish war flag, and containing 600 fade 
jies, which had cast anchor in the roadstead, 
‘was searched ; the ship's papers showing that 
her captain was unaware of the blockade, she 
had to weigh anchor, and was escorted by 
the Siak two miles from the Coast. 

‘The Algemeen Handelsblad, a journal 
published in Holland, has made ‘public notes 
‘of s conversation on Achinese affairs lately 
held by a reporter at New York with Celo 
Cesare Moreno, whose name, it may be re- 
collected, figured in the newspapers some 
time back as having offered the island of 
Sumatra to the American Government. 
Moreno is described as having acted as prime 
minister of Acheen during the reign of the 
Jate Sultan of that State: he arrived at 
Acheen just after the suppression of tho 
‘Mutiny in India, in 1859.“ I was,” says he, 
“received with’ the greatest kindness by the 
Sultan, who entrusted me with a mission to 
the Italian Government. I was to 30 to 
the latter to take possession of the districts 
between Acheon and the Dutch possessions, 
Phere the principal pepper plantations are, 
in order that Italy should make use of hor 
influence so as to prevent Holland from an- 
nexing Acheen gradually. The Sultan and his 
advisers deemed this the best plan, because 
they were aware that the Dutch intended to 
conquer the whole of Sumatra, ‘The Sultan 
also showed me important letters from various 
European Governments, including some from 
Louis Philippe aud Napoleon If, who em- 
phatically refused to afford any’ assistance 
to the Sultan.” Moreno asserts that the Sul- 
tan bad, as far back as 1859, formed the plan 
of expelling the Dutch from Sumatra, when 
many Mahommedau chiefs who had fled from 
British India after the Mutiny arrived at 
‘Acheen, which is looked upon as a kind of 
politieal Mecca. On being questioned about 
the principal leaders of the Achinese, Moreno 
states that when he was in the country they 
were, Mahomet Ali, from Muscat; Sheik Ab- 
Gullah, from Aden ; Sheik Ali, from Madras ; 
Sharvardar Sultan, from Karieal ; Sheik Abu 
Bakar, from Delhi; Paten Mitten, from 
Lucknow; that they had all been in the 
British service in India as Subadars, the 
highest rank which a native can reach, and 
that they had fled from Hindostan after the 
suppression of the insurrection against Britain. 
Where they all took refuge is not known. 
‘Where the miscreant Nana Sahib found a safe 
retreat is to this moment a mystery, but it 
appears that nob afew of all grades took re- 
fuge aud service in Acheen. ‘his may, of 
course, in a great measure, account for the 
fanatical obstinacy with which they fight, 
Koran in hand, as it were—as death itselt 
would, by them, be preferable to the chance 
of apprehension. ‘The Editor of the Algemeen 
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‘Handelsbiad observes, on the foregoing com- 
munications, which he publishes in extenso :— 
The most important portion of the relation 
is certainly the information that so many of 
‘the dangerous insurgents, who, at one time, 
imperiled Britain’s power in India, have 
taken refuge in Acheen, and have power there 
in their hands.” 





CRUISE OF H.M.S. “ BASILISK” ON THE 
COAST OF NEW GUINEA. 
(Australasian. ) 

H.M.S. Basilisk arrived at Cardwell on the 
Sth ‘inst., after a cruise along the, eastern 
const of New Guinea and the adjacent islands. 
‘The following account of the cruise is from 
the Rockhamplon Bulletin, which states that 
the islands have been formally taken posses- 
sion of in the name of the Queen. Another 
Journal contains an account of the eruise, but 
is silent on the subject of annexation ;’ and 
we have been informed that no information 
on the subject has been yet received by the 
naval authorities on this station :— 

“HM, 8. Basilisk has just returned from 
a very interesting cruise, aving made impor- 
tant surveys on the extreme south-east coast 
of New Guinea—a locality never before visited 
by civilised men, 

«The firsb cruise of the Basilisk extended 
from Youlle Island to Hood Point, a 
of 140 miles. ‘The whole of the nativ. 
this line of coast were found to be a light 
copper-coloured race, and of a most friendly 
nd hospitable disposition, A very fue har. 
dour, surrounded by an ‘undulating and 
beautiful country, was found about 40 miles 
east of Redscar Bay, and was named Port 
Moresby. ‘Tho Basilisk romained in this 
harbour several days, whilst her boats sur- 
veyed and examined ‘the surrounding’ coast. 
The country in the neighbourhood appeared 
to be a most eligible site for any settlement, 
‘and far superior to the country round Itedscar 
Bay, which is one vast extent of swampy and 
malarious ground, 

“The Basilisk's officers and men were in 
the habit of moving about amongst the natives 
‘on shore with perfect confidence and mutual 
good feeling on both sides. 

“The hills are stony aud of poor soil, but 
fairly grassed, and timbered with seattered 
‘gum trees ; but the valleys and plains are very 
Fich and fertile, ‘Tho natiyes cultivate ex- 
tensively. 

“The second cruise of the Basilisk was on 
the extreme eastern shore of New Guinea, 
bleh all the charts represent av cuding i 
the form of a wedge, with a continuous chain 
of high mountains to the extremo south-east 
cape, The surveys of Captain Moresby and 
Navigating Lioutenant Morivilyan have 

roved that the eastern termination of Now 
juinea is in the form of a broad fork, and 
that the range bad been rent asunder by 
violent convulsions of nature; and that the 
south-east arm of New Guinea ends in threo 
lofty and considerable islands separated from 
cach other by deep channels, 

“Asn extensive bay, 30 miles in length, and 
from 10 to 15 miles in breadth, separates the 
south-eastern fork of New Guinea from the 
north-eastern fork, which is a narrow moun- 
tain peninsula terminating in East Capo, 

The Basilisk, being’ short, of fuel and 
stores, could not proceed round East Cape, 
but the ship's boats did so, aud examinod fhe 
coast to the southward and westward. 

“The whole of this part of New Guinea may 
be deseribed as fertile and rich in the extreme. 
‘The scenery is strikingly grand and magui- 
ficent. 

“The New Guinea natives, an active and 
intelligent copper-coloured race, always ox- 
hibited the most friendly and quiet disposition 
towards the Basilisk’s ship's company, and 
wilingly supplied largo quantities of yams, 
bananas, sugarenne, papas, and other trop” 
ical productions for small pieces of iron hoop. 

“ Altogether the cruise of the Basilisk may 
be considered one of the most important which 
taken for many years in the 
up new and unknown country. 
seems to have been often in 
critical circumstances, surrounded by reefs, 
Dut she providentially escaped any serious 
damage. 
“Te is said that Captain Moresby is of 
opinion that the future route between At 
tralia and China will be through China Strait 
(one of the channels just discovered by the 
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Basilisk; and by the northern shores of New 
Guinea, “if those seas continue fas free from 
danger a8 those surveyed by the Basil. 
re hear that Captain Moresby invariably , 
ave the bluejackets leave to goon shore at | 
the various native villages, and that the best 
results ensued, Also, that the captain and 
‘the officers were indefatigable in their exer- 
tions, zealously prosecuting their searches in 
the open boats.

Company, possessing many cables between | 
England,’ Norway, Denmark, Sweden and 
Russia, which have been working now for many 
years, and most of these cables are of exactly 
‘similar construction to those out in China.

Clark, ‘and others, "Tho testing of the cables 
in Europe gave a result which showed their 
insulation to be ten times better than the best 
cables of other material in existence. Some 
faults which occurred in the cable during the 
wassage out, and which were caused by the 
ry heat on the way from Malta to Suez, 
where the water had to be taken out of the 
tanks in order to lighten tbe ship, were cut 
out here in China, and, before the cable was 
Inid, the tests of it ‘gave exactly th 
result as had been obtained in London, 
all tho time which the cables have been work: 
ing, only one fault in the matorial has been 
detected and taken out, and this only caused a 
stoppage of a few hours, All the other 
age, some seventy or eighty, bave buen caused 
from anchoring or cutting. ‘The last time when 
the cable was tested, after the repairs from the 
respective stations,’ it was found to be in the 
same perfect order as before, The cables were 
laid by the man who had superintended the 
laying of the Great Northern ‘Telegraph Com- 
spany's cables in Europe, ‘Mr. Madsen, in 
conjunction with one of the best known tele- 
raph engineers in England, Mr. Franco, | In- 
formation from many and well-known captains 
and pilots from this coast was asked for and 
given, and it was only after mature deliber- 
ation’ that the cable was laid where it was | 
thought safest. ‘Tho cable consists of four | 
sections, weighing respectively 14, 3, 8 and! 
18 tons to a mile, These figures show that | 
the Chinese cables aro as strong, or rather 
stronger, than any other cable.’ The outer 
covering was manufactured in London by 
a well-known firm, under the strictest super- 
vision on tho part of the Company. All 
these sections have been cut or damaged by 
anchor, by the Chinese, thus showing that 
weight makes no difference, and heavier than 
18 tons por mile it will be almost impossible 
to construct a cable. In fact, the heavier 
les are more exposed to being cut than the 
slighter ones, because when an anchor gets 
































entangled in'them, the strain makes it more 

difficult to free it without injuring the cable.

than in any other part. 

Evga owt here, there is sulicient proof that 
‘the Great Northern Telegraph Company's 
cables are not badly coustructed, in ther well:

According to the latest Batavia papers, an 
ape-like dwarf is on view there ; the exhibitor 
is’ Chinaman named Tan Hoat, and the rato 
of admission is f- 1. ‘The following particulars 
of the appearance and peculiarities of the 
creature alluded to are drawn from the Ba- 
tavin Handelsblad :—Yhis mannikin, more 
monkey than man, is 12 years of ago and 2 
fect 3 inches high: his head is. wholly like 
that of a monkey, and his ears stand wide 














apart from the head, just as in most species 
of that animal. The forehead is fat and small, 
the jugal bones stick out, the nose is flat, 
and ‘the under jaw projecting. A circular 
tuft of fine close-cut hair grows on his ball- 
round skull. ‘The arms, which are extra- 
ordinarily long and. thin, adapt themselves to 
the most rapid movements, just like those of 
monkeys when climbing or elambering. ‘The 
hands and feet are, on the contrary, perfectly 
human, excepting that the legs ‘from the 
thigh to the heel are particularly long. ‘The 
gait of this being is, exactly like that of a 
monkey, frightfally rapid: the arms then lie 
loosely and half stretched out over the breast, 
and the body makes a peculiar movement. 
‘This strange creature, when angry, rolls about 
over the groand like a ball, bites his body, 
and pulls’ out his hair. He is, however, 
mostly calm, and sits in a squatting position 
with his long arms round his neck. He is 
accompanied by his mother, an ordinary 
‘Tjanjor native woman, who looks after her 
queer child with true’ motherly tenderness, 
and makes herself intelligible by means of 
signs, or by sounds, which her apish son seems 
to understand, He, agreeably to the monkey 
nature, eats fruit only ; money he knows not, 
but throws away any that is given to 
him. Very shy of men, when inquisitive per- 
sons come to see him he rushes to his mother 
forthwith; when people observe mother and 
son during these repeated embraces, which 
strikingly resemble eatesses by a young orang- 
utan, they become involuntarily astonished at 
this veritable curiosity.—Straits Times,

Like all the preced- 
ing edicts, however, issued by the government, 
it only lasted as anine days wonder, eventually 
declining til it wasalmost forgotten altogether, 
although occasionally a new policeman, after 
having his orders read over to him’ upon 
his joining the force, and holding this 
particular ‘clause fresh in his memory, 
would give a gontle reminder to passers. 
by when sternly demanding the why and 
the wherefore this order had been violated 
by the exposure of her naked arm or his 
naked leg. It is but a few days ago that one 
of these myrmidoms in the zealous execution 
of his duty arrested several shopkeepers for 
the infringement of this order, and conveyed 
them before the police authorities, where x 
‘were each muleted in the sum of oneand a half 
ios. Upon the same day another new mem- 
ber of the force eagerly watching for a chance 
to show his vigilance, po ‘upon some 
coolies working in the broiling sun and 
hastened them off to the police station, where 
the sum of two tempoes each had to be paid 
for their liberation. From the foregoing it 
may be seen that a distinction is made in the 
amount of fines inflicted upon ordinary trades- 
people and coolies, the latter escaping with a 
minimum compared to that, of the others.

‘A correspondent, recently returned from the 
island Karafuto at’ Yezo, sends the following 
to a Japanese paper: “The number of natives 
living upon the island of Karafuto is. about 
seventy persons, it may therefore be consider- 
ed for these people a very solitary place ; not 
so though with the Russians, for the land 
forces stationed there overrun the place and 
endeavour to use the natives as serfs. At 
holiday times these men drink and carouse, 
and when dravken are often guilty of very 
savage conduct, but as the few cannot con- 
tend with the many they dare not exhibit 
anger at their savage doings. One day a 








Russian entered the native settlement and 
stole therefrom a pair of shoes belonging to 
an officer, he was caught in the act of making 
off with them, was quickly pursued and over~ 
taken by the officer who immediately secured 
him. In the meantime a number of the 
Russian’s comrades came up and commenced 
to release him by force, eventually beating 
the natives and causing them to retreat ; they 
then proceeded in a body to a large godown 
filled ‘with fishing nets which they’ fired, 
threatening to kill the first man that advanced 
to extinguish the flames. At length the 
became exasperated, and having no 
arns determined to fight the Russians with 
bamboo spears and sticks, but some of the 
chiefs of the island being informed of the 
tumult hastened to the scene of conflict and 
finally succeeded in quelling the disturbance. 
After quiet was restored the natives con- 
igregated together to discuss the best means of 
escaping such injuries at the hands of their 
persecutors, but the only conclusion arrived 
‘at was—to patiently bear it or otherwise shift 
their habitations, leaving the enemy possessors 
of the island.—This is the state of things at 
Karafuto.” ‘The above account presents a 
dreary picture of affairs in the north, and itis 
surprising Government has notere this taken 
action to secure its people from such woeful 
tyranny.—Liogo Herald.” :
